The child with 
hln father and mother was taken to 
tbe hospital on March 15, the father 
suffering with a bad rase nf smallpox 
whirh later proved fatal. In looking 
up the btPtnry of the case as required 
bv law the health authorities were in- 
formed that tbe family hud landed In 
thin country at Xew 
Bedford 
from 


their native land only on November 
13 last, and thus have not yet been 
In the country six months. 
They stated that while on tho way 


over the boy, Manuel,- Jr., was taken 
down with smallpox contracted from 
two passengers who were put off at 
the Azores. The boy hnd about recov- 
ered when the vessel arrived at New 
"Hertford and the captain of the VCPFP.I 
they claimed did not report the boy's 
r:\Ffl to the immigration officers while 
they were allowed To InnrI with all 
the bagc-Htf" they had Including the 
ol.Mhlnsr worn by the child which had 
n^i been fumigated. Their story rp- 
panlirsr the boy was borne out bv the 
fact thai the little fellow showed the 
marks of the disease upon his body 
nun the local health authorities in mak- 
Jntr out their report to the state bonrJ
